In this Book, (to which I think 
there is no Anſwer come out) it is affirmed, That Kings and 
Princes, as well the evil as the good, do reign by God's Ordinance, 
and that Subjects are bounden to obey them.

Many places of Scriptureare brought to prove it; but two ſpecial 
places in the New Teſtament, may ſtand inſtead of all other; 

13. and 1 Pet, 2. it thus applies 
em: By theſe two places it u moſt evident, that Kings, Queens, 
and other Princes, are ordained of God, are to be obejed and 
bonoured of their Subject:; that ſuch Subjects as are diſabedient,
